Herter has long been consid- 
ered the No. 1 prospect to suc- 
ceed cancer-stricken John Fos- 
ter Dulles. But President Eis- 
enhower is reported to have re- 
quested a confideritial medical 
checkup of Herter by a “neu- 
tral” physician before making 
any appointment.

The source who reported this 
said that at the day’s end the 
President appeared to be in 
fine condition. 


Newsmen are not permitted 
at the Augusta National Golf 
Club to watch Mr: Eisenhower, 
but the report was that as usual 
he traveled most of the 36 
holes in his electric cart. 

He was understood to have 
interrupted the round for lunch 
and a rest. 

The day before his heart at- 
tack on Sept. 24, 1955, Mr. 
Eisenhower played 27 holes in 
Denver. He has done that at 
least a couple of times since, 
but yesterday’s 36 holes ap- 
peared to be a record for re- 
cent years.

A continuing survey of radio- 


activity in St. Louis county will |” 


begin within the next three 
months, it was announced to- 


day by H. Clifford Mitchell, di- 
rector of sanitary engineering 
for the County Health Depart- 
ment. 

Delivery of equipment for 
collecting and analyzing sam- 
ples of air, water, vegetation 
and milk is expected within 
the three-month ‘period, Mitch- 
ell said. The $11,000 cost of the 
equipment will be shared equal- 
ly by the County Health De- 
partment and the United States 
Public Health Service. 

The new program is the first 
one of its kind by a county in 
this state, Dr. H. M. Hard- 
wicke, acting director of the 
Missouri State Division _ of 
Health, said. He added it would 
have the full support of the 


‘state agency. 


Samples are to be taken for 
analysis at regular intervals of 
water in both the Meramec and 
Missouri rivers; the atmos- 
phere, rain and vegetation. The 
strontium-90 content of milk 
will be determined and a pro- 
gram of monitoring and inspect- 
ing radiological equipment used 
by county industrial, educa- 
tional and medical establish- 
ments will be conducted, Mit- 
chell said, 

The new program is not in- 
tended to replace a similar un- 
dertaking by the St. Louis 
County Water Co., which has 
begun periodic sampling of its 
water supply. The company’s 
samples, together with those 
from eight other places in the 
state, are sent to Jefferson 
City for analysis by the State 
Division of Health.

PRESIDENT SAYS 
NIXON WILL VISIT 
MOSCOW IN JULY 


MONTANA PRISON RIOTERS' 


10 OPEN EXHIBIT 


Trip Has Overtones on 
Domestic and World 
Politics, May Give 
Vice President Sum- 
mit Parley Role.

WASHINGTON, April 17 
(AP)—Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon will visit Moscow in 
late July and his talks with 
Soviet officials may help to set 
the stage for a summit con- 
ference. 

A White House announce- 
ment at Augusta, Ga., yester- 
day said Nixon will make the 
trip to open an American ex- 
hibition in Moscow July 25. 
No other details were given, 
but diplomatic officials were 
sure he would meet with 
Premier Khrushchev. 

The exhibitoin, which will 
continue Lo six weeks in Mos- 
cow’s Sokolniki Park, is de- 
signed to show Russians how 
Americans live. The govern- 
ment and United States busi- 
ness interests are co-operating. 
Russia will have a similar ex- 
hibition in New York city. 

President’s Comment. 
President Eisenhower said in 
a statement that the purpose 
of the exhibition is to develop 
broader understanding _be- 
tween the American and Soviet 
peoples—‘“the kind of mutual 
understanding upon which our 
peaceful future depetids.” 

“It is a hopeful approach,” 
the President said. “We wel- 
come it wholeheartedly.” 
Nixon’s trip holds both inter- 
national and domestic political 
interest.

Nixon’s trip to Moscow means 
a new round of high-level con- 
tacts, following up the January 
visit here of Soviet Deputy 
Premier Anastas I. Mikoyan. 

Although Mikoyan’s visit was 
technically unofficial, he con- 


ferred with Mr. Eisenhower, 


Nixon, Secretary of State 
Dulles and other officials, as 
well as many private business 
men. American officials cred- 
ited Mikoyan with making a 
generally favorable impression 
in this country. 

Visit Could Be Extended. 

Nixon now plans to remain 
in Moscow three or four days. 
He seems. assured of red carpet 
treatment. His time in the 
country might be extended if 
the Soviet government were to 
suggest meetinzs with a num- 
ber of officials and trips to 
places outside Moscow.

Economic factors used in de- 
termining the consumer price 
index indicate a leveling off 
and perhaps a decline in prices 
of meat, fruit and vegetables 
during the rest of 1959, Ewan 
Clague, commissioner of labor 
statistics of the Department of 
Labor, said here today. 

Addressing a luncheon meet- 
ing of the Midwest Economics 
Association at the Statler Hil- 
ton Hotel, Clague said the item 
in the index which exercises 
the greatest influence on the 
consumer's state of mind is 
the price of food. 

Explaining that the index, 
published by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, is a measure 
of price changes in one com- 
munity over a period of time, 
Clague said it has a “terrific 
impact” on the average con- 
sumer, particularly the house- 
wife, to whom food is the most 
important item in the family 
budget. 


The price of food governs 
people’s thinking about the 
cost of living to an even great- 
er extent than its actual im- 
tebe, cp pose family market 

“The reason 
is that f tood iets are not post- 
ponab 

He noted that food. prices 
had fluctuated more and risen 
higher since 1939 than any 
other item considered in mak- 
ing up the price index. One 
factor, possibly responsible for 
this, he said, was exceptionally 
low farm prices in 1939. 

At present, prices of corn 
and hogs make it profitable for 
farmers to “xpand their herds 
and they are doing so, he add- 
ed. The result is that pork 
prices are on ethe way down 
se beef prices .are leveling 
off.

WASHINGTON, April 17

In a political debate before 
the American Society of News- 
paper Editors, Butler said 
Democratic party leaders ure 
prepared to fignt against strad- 
dling of the civil rights issue 
in 1960. 


His prediction was in re- 
sponse to a question on wheth- 
er Butler considered the South 
important tc the Democratic 
party—and if not whether 
southerners would find a wel- 
come in the Republican party. 

Butler denied he had ever 
implied or suggested the Dem- 
ocrats were not interested in 
keeping the South in the party. 
He told the 400 editors at their 
annual meeting: 

“I believe the party must be 
candid and honest with the 
American people as to where 
it stands. No problem facing 
the country is more important 
than our ability to live together 
regardless of race or national 
origins, 


Expects Clear Stand. 


“I expect the Democratic 
party to state very clearly in 
1960 that it stands behind the 
Supreme Court’s desegregation 
decision and that it is opposed 
to massive resistance efforts 
by the states to defeat consti- 
tutional government, 


“We hope that all members 
of the Democratic party—north 
and south and east and west— 
will be able to accept that 
statement of belief. ... 


“But if anyone does not want 
to go along with that statement 
of principles and feels that it 
compels them to seek political 
refuge elsewhere, it will have 
to be up to them. There is 
nothing we can do to hold 
them.” 

Butler’s statement was the 
highlight of a panel discussion 
which pitted three Democrats

“We feel this is an important 
discovery,” said Lionel Pen- 
rose, professor of eugencis at 
London’s University College. 

Penrose shared in the dis- 
covery with scientists at Edin- 
burgh University and with a 
French team led by Dr. Jerome 
Lejeune of Paris. 

Researchers at Harwell con- 
tributed by developing a tech- 
nique for puffing up cells to 
the point where the chromo- 
somes could be stained, photo- 
graphed and counted. Before 
this it was impossible to count 
the chromosomes exactly.

While the district concept does not go so 
far as those Freeholders favoring complete 
merger sincerely wanted to go, still it could 
represent an important first step in that di- 
rection if the people in November create the 
district. The voters consenting, a district 
eventually could be expanded to the point 
where it could accomplish virtually the same 
ends as merger. ° 

In part at least this was the reasoning of 
Freeholder Charles P. Orchard who, from a 
hospital bed, cast the vote that narrowly de- 
cided the issue for the district, 10 to 9. Mr. 
Orchard saw merger as a desirable goal to be 
achieved not in one giant leap but over a 
period of time. He viewed the district plan 
in effect as being worthwhile in i 
well as a practical means to compléte con- 
solidation if that is what becomes 


All 19 of the Freeholders have beet in fun- 
damental agreement all along that someth 

had to be done to untangle the area’s metro- 
politan difficulties. The basic disagreement 
among them has been over the means. Since 
the district plan would achieve at least some 
of the important aims sought by the merger 
proponents, it is to be hoped that all of them 
will sign the district plan when it is perfected. 


Drafting and choosing a plan for submis- 
sion is a time-consuming and onerous task. 
It will have been largely meaningless unless 
the voters in city and county by concurrent 
majorities decide to accept the finished prod- 
uct. A proposal supported enthusiastically 
by all 19 Freeholders is the first step toward 
success at the polls in November. 


A British Caution 

The British difference with Washington 
over high altitude flights to Berlin is, as usual, 
one of attitude rather than principle, but 
Britain’s advice of caution should not be dis- 
missed as unimportant. 

Three times since Russia contended that 
the Berlin air corridor had a 10,000-foot ceil- 
ing, United States planes have flown to Ber- 
lin above that altitude. With these flights 
the United States thrust home the point that 
it would not recognize any arbitrary Russian 
limitation on transport routes to West Berlin. 

Britain agrees with this view, but in taking 
the matter up with the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration has stressed that risk of air collisions 
or other incidents is unjustified when the 
great powers are heading toward talks on 
Berlin and Germany. The British press sug- 
gests that the Pentagon rather than the State 
Department is setting policy on this matter. 


The basic question here is whether a dis- 
pute over aviation rights at Berlin is to cloud 
efforts to settle the East-West dispute over 
Germany. Surely the answer is negative. 
And while the United States must insist on 
its rights, as Britain agrees, three flights 
would seem to have made the paint adequate- 
ly. The aviation issue could be set aside now 
pending cogcentration on peace talks that the 
whole world anxiously awaits. : : 


Well Quashed 


The Missouri House Civil and Criminal 
Committee did well in killing two proposed 
bills that would have made public juvenile 
court hearings and permitted police to finger- 
print and photograph juvenile offenders. 


Inevitably these attempts will be made to 
whittle away at the advances which have 
been achieved in the new state juvenile code. 
But the methods which those who work with 
children recommend are worth a fair trial, 
and we believe a fair trial will prove them as 
practical as they are humane. 


One of the guiding aims of the new state 


‘ code is to avoid putting a lifetime brand of 


criminal on any of our sons and daughters 
before they have really had a chance to grow 
up. We are glad the House committee took 
the more hopeful view that that kind of 
ethic will pay off in the long run. 


The Conscience -of France 


The idea that governments unlike individu- 
als are beyond morality is older than Machia- 
velli. It has been.repeatedly carried to its 
extreme in the barbarities of warfare. Yet 
individual men and women continue to pro- 
test. To fail to do so would be to surrender 
the aspirations of humanity. It would leave 
the individual devoid of honor and dignity. 


Another such protest has been made by 35 
Roman Catholic priests serving with the 
French army in Algeria. This has been pub- 
lished by the French bishops in the weekly 
Christian Witness. It accuses the French 
army “down to the lowest echelon” of the tor- 
turing of natives, of the killing of wounded 
and prisoners, of arbitrary arrests and sum- 
mary executions. The language is measured. 
It recognizes that some military men have 
forbidden torture and murder, and that in 
some cases offenders have been punished. 

The same charges were made with similar 
solemnity a few months ago by a non-politi- 
cal group of French jurists. The accusations 


have been made by journalists, and most elo-~ 


quently by French officers and _ soldiers, 
ashamed of the uniform they wear and 
ashamed of outrages in which they were or- 
dered to participate. 

Those who command the French army in 
Algeria, however, seem to be “tougher” than 
ever. Frustrated in their desire to force 
the rebels out of their mountain fastnesses 
and to engage them in the field, and angered 
by. the. tactics of guerrilla war, they appar- 
ently put greater and greater reliance on 
terrorism and cruelty.

“AH, IMPETUOUS YOUTH!” 


When Insurance Becomes Speculative Investment 
Supreme Court’s 5-to-4 Decision Found Contract Holder Assumed All Risk

A divided Supreme Court has held 
that variable annuities, an important 
new postwar development in the 
field of annuities, are not to be 
considered “insurance,” which is 
exempted from federal statutes regu- 
lating the securities business, 


The name of the case was SEC 
v. Variable Annuity Life Insurance 
Co., and the court divided, 5 to 4. 

The variable annuity is designed 
to provide a hedge against the effects 
of chronic infla- 
tion, which can 
significantly dissi-

Public Opinion tics which chiefly 


distinguish a vari- 

able annuity from 
an ordinary annuity insurance ar- 
rangement are: 

First, the heavy extent to which 
premiums are invested in common 
stocks and other equity securities 
whose value, presumably, will rise 
with inflation; 

Second, the annuitant’s benefits 
are not fixed, but vary according to 
the value, at-the time of payment 
of the benefits, of the investments 
which had been made by the com- 
pany with his premiums. 

The Supreme Court’s decision is 
of great consequence to companies 
engaged in the business of selling 
variable annuities. It is now estab- 
lished that they are subject to the 
federal regulation prescribed in the 
Securities Act of 1933 and the Invest- 
ment Company Act of 1940. 

Compliance with those acts will 
require substantial readjustment in 
the . business methods of § those 
companies. 

The decision also pleases many in 
the securities business who have con- 
tended that the variable annuity 
companies are in fact competitors 
enjoy an unfair advantage so 
long as they are not subject to the 
federal statutes. 

In reaching its decision, the 
Supreme Court was required to read 
the mind of Congress on a subject 
which had never been a specific 
concern of the congressional mind. 

The variable annuity device was 


not in use when the Congress enact- 
ed the Securities Act of 1933 and 
the Investment Company Act of 1940. 

These acts encompassed a broadly 
defined category of transactions in 
securities, but, consistent with a long 
tradition of leaving insurance regu- 
lation to the states, explicitly ex- 
empted insurance or annuity con- 
tracts and insurance companies 
which are regulated by a state 
insurance commissioner. 

The annuity case arose when the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
sought to regulate the variable an- 
nuity companies under. these acts. 
The companies contended that the 
statutory exemption for insurance 
applied to them and to the variable 
annuity contracts they issued. 

The Supreme Court’s function, 
therefore, was to divine in what 
category Congress would have in- 
tended the variable annuity to fall 
had the problem existed at the time 
Congress enacted its legislation. 

Justice Douglas wrote the majority 
opinion, joined by Chief Justice 
Warren and Justices Black, Brennan 
and Stewart. 

In a characteristically terse opin- 
ion, Justice Douglas analyzed the 
variable annuity, argued that the 
absence of some guarantee of fixed 
income meant that all investment 
risk is on the annuitant, that the 
issuer therefore assumed no true 
risk in the insurance sense, and con- 
cluded that the variable annuity 
could not qualify as “insurance” and 
accordingly was not exempt from 
SEC regulation. 

Although Justices Brennan and 
Stewart joined Justice Douglas’s ma- 
jority opinion, they felt it necessary 
to present a concurring opinion 
which considered in detail the 
operation of the variable annuity; 
and examined closely the purpose of 
the federal regulation attempted by 
the Securities Act and the Invest- 
ment Company Act, comparing it 
with the kind of.regulation of insur- 
ance provided at the state level. 

They acknowledged that the vari- 
able annuity had some features of 
conventional annuity insurance but 
concluded that to a very substantial 
degree these contracts contained 
elements of investment contracts of 
an investment company. 

On this basis they argued the con- 
trols on variable annuities affected 
by the federal acts were much more 
meaningful than was traditional 


state insurance regulation, which 
alone would apply had the exemp- 
tion been effective. 


The dissenting opinion, by Justice 
Harlan, joined by Justices Frank- 
furter, Clark and Whittaker, empha- 
sized the historic role of insurance 
as a state-regulated rather than a 
federally-regulated industry. 


It characterized the variable an- 
nuity as a bona fide experiment in 
the insurance field even though hav: 
ing certain aspects of a security. 

Influenced primarily by congres- 
sional design to leave insurance 
regulation to the state commissions, 
the dissent would not have applied 
the federal regulatory statutes. 

The question in this case is a 
close one. 

The variable annuity is a hybrid 
creature, having elements of insur- 
ance—e. g. the issuing company 
assumes the risk of the longevity 
of the insured, and elements of an

Perhaps, at least.a partial explana- 
tion of the result in this case might 
be made in terms of the broader 
issues which underlie the particular 
question before the court. 


The court here had to decide be- 
tween deferring to a long tradi- 
tion of exclusive state regulation 
and superimposing a system of elab- 
orate federal regulation designed to 
protect investors. 


It is not too surprising therefore 
to L among the dissenters Justice 
Frankfurter, for whom the careful 
allocation of jurisdiction between 
Federal Government and the states 
is a matter of the greatest concern. 

Nor does it surprise to find in the 
majority the frequently grouped 
foursome of the Chief Justice and 
Justices Black, Douglas and Brennan, ‘ 
for whom federal-state relationships 
have less compelling weight.

“Tie pending Air Foree sug- 
gestion for the establishment of 
a strategic force to include 
the Navy’s missile firing sub- 

nes is certain to be strong- 
6pposed by the Navy and 
may precipitate another inter- 
service debate in the Pentagon, 

The concept of functional 
forces—a strategic force trained 
and organized for unlimited 
nuclear war; a so-called tacti- 
cal.force of all services for lim- 
ited war—has long been under 
debate in the Pentagon. 

Its advocates, among them 
Henry A. Kissinger, now at 
Hafvard, whose book “Nuclear 
Wéapons and Foreign Policy” 
had’ an impact on the Penta- 
gon, believes such an organiza- 
tion would increase efficiency 
and effectiveness. They believe 
that all single-purpose weapons 
systems, particularly those al- 
ld6éatéd to long-range strategic 
bottibardment, should be under 
one command, regardless of 
whether they’ operate from 
land, sea or air. 

Two Alternatives. 

The Strategic Air Command 
{s a so-called “specified” com- 
mand, which is directly an- 
swérable to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. It is, however, an Air 
Force command and includes 
no elements of other services. 
The pending Air Force sug- 

tion for command changes 

s understood to pose two pos- 
sible. alternatives. 

One would, in effect, bring 
the Navy’s missile-firing sub- 
marines under SAC with a 
possible change in name. The 
other would be to superimpose 
a unified command, perhaps 
called Strategic Forces, above 
both SAC and the Navy’s sub- 
marines. Theoretically, either 
an Air Force or a Naval offi- 
cer might occupy this com- 
mand job, which would be, as 
SAC is, responsive to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

The creation of this strategic 
command, its advocates point 
out; might well be pafalleled 
by the creation of a unified 
command for limited war to in- 
clude a higher command head- 
quarters (long advocated by the 
Army), the Army’s Strategic 
Army Corps and assigned ships 
and planes of the Navy and Air 
Force. 

Navy opponents of this func- 
‘tional concept of organization 
assert that it would produce 
wasteful and overlapping dupli- 
cation and would be more ex- 
pensive, not less so. Most 
weapons systems, they declare, 
are. useful for many different 
types of warfare; they have 
both strategic and tactical, lim- 
ited and general war, functions. 

One-Purpose Weapon. 

This argument has been 
weakened by the fact that the 
Polaris-missile-firing subma- 
rinés? are essentially one-pur- 
pose weapons; the targets for 
their missiles are Soviet cities 
or industrial or communica- 
tions complexes. These sub- 
marines may have a secondary 
—though apparently minor— 
role as anti-submarine sub- 
marines; their sonar and elec- 
tronic equipment might help to 
detect Soviet submarines. 

The Navy feels strongly also 
that its admirals must control 
all ships at sea; that it would 
be disastrous, for instance, to 
allow SAC, or any command 
superimposed above SAC, to 
try to position the Navy’s mis- 
sile-firing submarines or to di- 
rect them at sea. 

The possibilities of error 
would be inherent in any such 
organization, naval officers 
feel. Other naval ships might 
not be aware of the positions 
of the Polaris submarines, with 
consequent possibility that one 
United State¢ vessel might be 
tracing and attempting to de- 
stroy another. 

Moreover, the Navy says, 
where does the single-purpose 
functional concept stop? The 
Navy has a tentative program 
for arming some 35 surface 
ships with Polaris missiles. 
Does this make a cruiser or 
an’ aircraft carrier a strategic 
weapon only” 

Underlying the dispute is 
considerable latent bitterness 
between the services. The 
growing importance of the 
Navy's missile-firing subma- 
rines has reinforced Air Force 
belief that the Navy would like 
to-take over the Air Force 
function of strategic bombard- 
ment. Both the Navy and 
Army feel that too large a pro- 
portion of the defense dollar 
goes to the Air Force, and spe- 
cifically to the strategic bom- 
bardment function.

Loan Money 


Supply 
Held Ample 


By EDWARD COWAN

WASHINGTON, D. C, (UPD 
~The supply of money for 
home loans is considered am- 
ple and is expected to stay that 
‘way for some time, but interest 
rates May creep upward. 


Such is a rough consensus of 
government officials who work 
from day to day with figures 
and charts showing how the 
money markets are behaving. 

Reports from all parts of the 
nation show conventional mort- 
gages are now being written 
at 534 per cent interest on the 
average. The rate tends to be 
higher in the Southwest and 
West where money is tradition- 
ally tighter, lowest in the 
9 age especially New Eng- 
and. 


According to the Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA), 
the conventional rate has edged 
up only fifteen-hundredths of a 
point from its recession-in- 
duced low of last August. This, 
officials say, demonstrates that 
mortgage money and interest 
rates are more stable than oth- 
er interest rates and have in 
fact withstood some tendencies 
toward tightening that have af- 
fected other parts of the money 
market, 

FHA officials point out that 
secondary market prices for 
FHA-insured mortgages have 
been fairly stable since Decem- 
ber. In February discounts ac- 
tually narowed a fraction and 
early reports for March sug- 
gest more of the same. 

Moreover, the flow of appli- 
cations for FHA insurance has 
been strong. A better-than-sea- 
sonal increase for March is ex- 
pected to show up when a final 
tally is released next week. 

This would back up private 
statements by FHA officials 
that theyere confident there is 
enough mortgage money avail- 
able to continue to finance a 
high volume of FHA activity. 

Commissioner Julian 
H. Zimmerman has publicly 
stated that he does not antici- 
pate having to raise the maxi- 
mum 5% per cent interest 
ceiling on FHA loans to keep 
them competitive. _ 

How easy is it to get a home 
loan? put to the manager of 
a local savings association, the 
question drew this response: 
“We've got plenty of money to 
lend. We're not giving it to 
people who don’t have some of 
their own for a down payment. 
But if you’ve got some cash 
and good credit we'll do busi- 
ness with you.” 

The manager was speaking 
of conventional loans. FHA 
loans are more difficult to get 
in some places and G.I. mort- 
gages continue to be the least 
sought-after mortgage invest- 
ments of all. 

Veterans Administration of- 
ficials have high hopes, how- 
ever, that their mortgage-guar- 
anty program will be bolstered 
shortly. It is lagging because 
under the law G.I. loans may 
not pay more than 4% per cent 
interest. 

But both houses of Congress 
have voted to boost the maxi- 
mum G.I. rate to 5% per cent, 
thereby putting it on a par 
with the FHA. The increase is 
expected to be included in a 
final version of a housing bill, 
expected to get to the White 
House late this month. 

Slightly less’ optimistic than 
their colleagués in FHA, offi- 
cials of the mortgage-trading 
Federal National Mortgage As- 
sociation look for continued 

adequacy of the supply of home 
loan funds but also some grad- 
ual rise in borrowing costs.

Investment 
Groups 
Changing 


Investment in real estate has 
changed in recent years from 
the wealthy to middle-income 
families, says J. M. Tenney, 
president of J. M. Tenney Cor- 
poration, New York. The 
growth in real estate syndica- 
tion—large groups of small in- 
vestors pooling their funds to 
purchase large properties—has 


been mainly responsible for 
this trend, he points out. 

But, the trend could be re- 
versed if small investors are 
not willing to face the facts of 
the current realty market — 


lower annual returns on in- 
come-producing properties, in 
Tenney’s opinion. 

Tenney states that heavy in- 
vestors — those that can put 
$100,000 or more in a single 
property—face lowered annual 
returns with equanimity. Their 
basic interest is in buying 
prime real estate with good lo- 
cation and good land value. 
Taking a long-range point of 
view, these major investors 
feel that the intrinsic value 
will eventually be reflected by 
substantial returns. 

Tenney cautions small real 
estate investors to adopt the 
attitude of the large ‘investor. 
To those small investors whose 
investment judgment is often 
guided solely by the return 
they can receive on their cap- 
ital investment, Tenney gives 
this warning: Bargains are rare 
in real estate. A high return on 
a deal represents a hazard for 
the small investor. 

Expanding on this, Tenney 


states that the small investor 
seeking a large return often 
invests in a low-equity, heavily 
mortgaged proposition. This 
can be dangerous because he 
takes on numerous obligations 
(mortgages, ground leases, etc.) 
before he can get to his actual 
profit. The specific danger is 
that a sharp dip in revenues 
can force the small investor 
clear out of the deal. 

Tenney says that he does not 
mean that all multiple mort- 
gage deals are bad or that high 
return real estate is completely 
unavailable. He does warn, 
however, that the small in- 
vestor should ask himself these 
questions before entering a 
real estate deal: What is the 
safety of my principal? Am I 
buying basic real estate value? 
What are the long-range pros- 
pects of my investment? 

If the answers to these ques- 
tions are satisfactory, Tenney 
advises small investors to ac- 
cept smaller returns.

Contracts 
Set Another 
Record 


NEW YORK, — Construction 
contracts in the United States 
(excluding Alaska) totalled $2,- 
300,000,000 in February, setting 
a new all-time record for the 
month, 18 per cent above Feb- 
ruary, 1958, according to F. W. 
Dodge Corporation. 

In releasing the latest fig- 
ures this week, Dodge vice 
president and economist George 
Cline Smith said that nearly 
every major construction cate- 
gory rose above last year’s 


_ level, 


“By far the strongest ele- 
ment in February was hous- 
ing,” Dr. Smith reported. “The 
number of new dwelling units 
covered by contracts during 
the month totalled 85,206, an 
increase of 44 per cent over 
February of last year. Units in 
apartments, single family 
houses and two family houses 
all were up by approximately 
the same percentage, marking 
the first time in several years 
that single family houses have 
been as strong as the other 


o types. 

“But the most encouraging 
feature of the new figures,” Dr. 
Smith said, ‘‘was the first up- 
turn in industrial building 
contracts since the recession. 
This category is an extremely 
important indicator of eco- 
nomic conditions ahead, and 
the fact that it rose by 37 per 
cent over February, 1958, is

$704,337,000, down 6 per cent 
below February, 1958. The de- 
cline was primarily accounted 
for by decreases in contracts 
for offices, schools and public 
buildings. Increases were re- 
ported for stores, factories, 
hospitals and social and recre- 
ational buildings.

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Figures Out 
Dream House

CHICAGO (UPI)—The aver- 
age home buyer’s dream house 
has a deluxe bathroom with a 
built-in dressing table and mir- 
rored walls and a_ kitchen 
equipped with the newest la- 
bor - saving devices. 


But, housing authorities and 
builders agreed, most couples 
easily adjust their dreams to 
economic realities, The com- 
promise offers far more value 
for the money than did new 
homes of 10 to 15 years ago, 
said James C. Moreland, direc- 
tor of the Federal Housing Au- 
thority office here. 


The average home is a brick 
veneer and frame building, 
with three bedrooms and one- 
and-a-half bathrooms. It is a 
split level or ranch type, set in 
a yard wider and shallower 
than 15 years ago. 


It has at least 50 per cent 
more closet space, Moreland 
said, and considerably larger 
bedrooms. Moreland, a home 
builder since 1918 until he took 
his present position five years 
ago, said builders used to fig- 
ure on 120 square feet for the 
master bedroom. Now, he said, 


' that figure is the minimum for 


any bedroom. 


Most Have It. 

Most new homes have a 
“family room” in the basement 
and better use of space which 
always has been available. The 


Y kitchen has progressed from a 


minimum of cabinet space to 
built-in cabinets, refrigerators, 
and oven, and double sinks. 


Moreland said most mod- 
erately-priced homes include 
refrigerators and stoves in the 
purchase price, and one at 
$17,500 also provided a wash- 
ing machine and dryer. 

The living-dining room which 
was widespread immediately 
after World War II is giving 
way to specific “dining areas,” 
usually the short leg of an L- 
shaped living room. Separate 

dining rooms seldom are found 
in homes selling for less than 
$35,000. 


Better construction materials 
also add up to a more comfort- 
able home, Moreland said. In- 
sulation, rarely found 25 years 
ago, now is commonplace, he 
said. Insulating windows pro- 
vide added comfort, and the 
average home can be equipped 
for air - conditioning during 
construction for $1200 to $1800 
additional cost. 


Bath Handsomer. 


Bathroom fixtures are hand- 
somer and more efficient. Bath- 
room and kitchen walls are 
papered with waterproof ma- 
terial, easier to clean and more 
pleasing to the eye. Plastic 
tiles allow greater variety in 
design and color. 


Lighting has been improved, 
said James L. Smith, chief 
underwriter for the FHA Chi- 
cago office. An equal amount 
of candle power is provided 
with less heat. The click of a 
light switch being turned on 
has been replaced by the silent 
mercury switch, cut in price in 
recent years from more than 
$4 to less than 80 cents. 


Hard-to-clean frills are miss- 
ing in modern homes. Builders 
applaud the disappearance of 
the once omnipresent picture 
window. : 

“It used to be you hardly 
could sell a house without a 

icture window, even if it over- 

ed the back alley,” said 
Harry B. Carter, chief archi- 
tect in the Chicago FHA of- 
fice.

The conference elected a 
Presidium of 71—including the 
Panchen Lama, new puppet 
ruler of Tibet. 


The partial list of Presidium 
members broadcast by the Pei- 
ping radio contained no names 
of persons known to have been 
classed as rightists: Missing 
were such prominent minor 
party figures as Chang Po- 
chun, head of the Chinese 
peasants- and workers demo- 
cratic party, and Lo Lung-chi, 
a vice chairman of the Demo- 
cratic League. 

Both were purged after 
speaking out freely in response 
to Red chairman Mao Tse- 
tung’s instruction to “let 100 
flowers bloom, let diverse 
schools of thought contend.” 
Criticism of the Red regime 
flowered so vigorously that the 
blooming season lasted only 
about a month. 

Although the Presidium list 
did not contain anyone known 
to have disciplined, Li Wei- 
han said some who had seen 
the red light had been retained 
on the consultative conference 
committee.

EX-BOSS OF FINNISH MINT 
HELD FOR COUNTERFEITING 


HELSINKI, Apr April 17 wPeD. 
—The former boss of the state 
mint has been arrested on a 


charge of counterfeiting rare |} 


coins, including one so rare it 
never existed. 

The city court issued a war- 
rant yesterday for the arrest of 
Peippo Uolevi Helle, director 


1958. It accused him of mint- 
ing 260 copper one-mark pieces 
without permission and putting 
250 of these into circulation 
through old coin dealers. It 
accused him also of minting 20 
to 30 silver 75-penni pieces fh 
1953, and putting them into 
the hands of coin dealers here 
and abroad. 

“Helle’s intentions were to 
put the 75-penni pieces in cir- 
culation as genuine coins, 
knowing that this coin had 
never existed,” the charge said. 
Some of the coins got into cir- 
culation, it added, and in one 
case Helle was paid between 
two and three thousand marks 
(six to nine dollars) for a 75- 
penni coin, nominally worth a 
fraction of a cent. 


MALLINCKRODT TO SUPPLY 
FUEL FOR GERMAN A-PLANT 


Mallinckrodt Nuclear Corp. 
has been awarded a contract 
to supply uranium fuels for the 
15,000-kilowatt nuclear reactor 
power plant now under con- 
struction at Kahl, West Ger- 
many, it was announced today. 

The contract calls for Mal- 
linckrodt to furinsh about 20,- 
000 pounds of uranium dioxide, 
which will be converted into 
pellet form by General Electric 
Co., manufacturer of the “boil- 
ing water” type reactor for the 
utility. The refining of gaseous 
uranium hexafluoride into the 
solid uranium dioxide will be 
done at Mallinckrodt’s Hema- 
tite (Mo.) plant. 

In another portion of the 
plant, Mallinckrodt is preces- 
sing a somewhat more highly 
enriched uranium dioxide for 
the world’s first nuclear pow- 
ered merchant ship, the N. S. 
Savannah. Shipment of about 
20,000 pounds is expected to be 
completed about June 1. 


NASA HEAD MINIMIZES RISK 
TO FIRST MAN IN SPACE 


NEW YORK, April 17 (AP)— 
Dr. Thomas Keith Glennan last 
night minimized the potential 
loss in human life attached to 
this country’s first effort to put 
a manned vehicle into orbit 
around the earth. 


The director of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration said he could not 
agree with the “gloomy predic- 
tions” by some that loss of life 
among operational personnel in 
early space travel efforts would 
be as high as 50 per cent. He 
did not identify those making 
such predictions.

With a 500 total their idea of 
& fine evening, a 600 some- 
thing reserved mostly for the 
experts and a 700 an out-of- 
Yhis-world achievement, how 
could anybody score 886 out 
of a possible, 900? 


It has been almost 20 years 
zZince Brandt set the record 
while competing in a sanc- 
tioned league in Lockport and 
mobody has come very close to 
equalling the mark. While few 
people assume that any sports 
fécord will last forever, this 
is the one bowling mark that 
many tenpin followers believe 
will stand up for many years 
to come. 

Brandt accumulated his total 
with successive games of 297, 
289 and 300. Contrary to com- 
mon belief, the pair of alleys 
Gh which the games were 
Tolled were not Allie’s “pets.” 

Not His Favorites. 

“— shot the big score on 
Numbers 13 and.14 at Allen’s 
Bowling Lanes,” Brandt re- 
called, “but «they weren’t my 
favorites because they were lo-: 
cated on the ground floor and 
were therefore affected more 
by heat and cold. You either 
murdered them or you couldn’t 
do anything with them, depend- 
‘ing upon the weather. I always 
shot my match games upstairs 
on Alleys 5 and 6.” 

None of the lanes were too 
tough that season for 36-year- 
old Brandt, who averaged 224 
in the Lockport league. In 
three leagues at nearby Buf- 
falo he averaged about 215. 

About 300 persons saw the 
127-found star establish the 
‘record. 

“That was how many people 
there were in the two-story 
building—bowlers, hangers-on, 
employes,” Brandt recalled. 
“When I’d get to my ninth 
strike ‘in succession in each 
game, all the other bowling |

This idea 
of a United Health Fund had much support. A Glendale 
man wrote, “It is my understanding that each of the many 
agencies spends from 10 per cent to 30 per cent of the 
‘money on their campaigns. United Funds and other well 
run drives spend only 3 per cent (our Sunday School build- 
ing fund was under 3 per cent) on campaigns. I feel certain 
one annual drive could net each agency the amount they 
now get or need.” 


A business man loaned by his firm to the 
United Fund wrote enthusiastically of his experi- 
ence of discovering what fund agencies accomplish. 
His advice to other drives: “Why not combine?” 


A compromise suggestion was a plan that block cap- 
tains canvass annually, having donors check off drives to 
which they wished to contribute, the captain collecting 
from them later. Check list plans for the United Fund 
were also suggested. 

Another reader suggested a National Hospital Sweep- 
stakes like the one in Aintree, England, Several backed 
Government support for health and scientific research. 
One man wrote that less should be spent for armaments, 
more for health. A nurse outlined a television show to 
benefit the handicapped. 


Many readers favored the present system of 
individual drives. Wrote one: “It is of importance 
to note that it was the polio foundation, not a 
super fund that produced the Salk polio vaccine, 
one of the real medical achievements of the last 
30 to 40 years. I believe that this is the way to 
further success with each legitimate group dedi- 
cated and working as hard as it can to raise its 
funds and to achieve medical success.”

“I had to turn down other

Rodgers said,

When this concert came up, 
I looked at the picture of those 
10,500 people jammed into Kiel 
Auditorium and said to myself, 
if that’s the way they treat you, 
go back for more.” 


In the program which 
Rodgers himself prepared for 
Saturday night he has woven 
28 of his hit tunes, including 
“Some Enchanted Evening” 
from the Pulitzer prize-winnin 
“South Pacific,” “People W 
Say We're in Love,” from “Ok- 
lahoma,” another Pulitzer prize 
winner; “Hello Young Lovers” 
from “The King and I,” and 
others. 

Interviewed just before he 
left for St. Louis to begin re- 
hearsals, Rodgers was an un- 
hurried and gracious host. He 
talked of his career in the 
theater, of his children and 
grandchildren and of a new 
musical he and Oscar Hammer- 
stein II now have in the works 
for next winter. 

“Careers in the theater are 
usually comparatively short,” 
he remarked. “So I guess mine 
is a little unusual. I wrote my 
first whole score at 15, had 
a show on Broadway at 17, 
and I’ve been at it ever since, 
for 39 active years. I'm 56 
now and still feel as if I have 
an awful lot to do. If you're 
in the clothing business, 39 
years isn’t much to spend in 
that line of work, but it’s a 
long time in the theater.” 


Rodgers’s enthusiasm for 
the theater has been handed 
to one of his daughters—Mary 
Rodgers, who has a_ show, 
“Once Upon a Mattress,” now

Born in New York, Rogers 
learned to love music even as 
an infant.

Young 
Dick was allowed to finger the 
keyboard as soon as he could 
reach it and by the time he was 
six, he was playing it. At 12, 
he was spen hours daily at 
the piano and had begun to 
improvise and write little tunes. 

At.15 he wrote the complete 
score for an amateur show and 
at 16, in collaboration with 
Lorenz Hart, he wrote a song 
that landed in a Broadway 
show. At 17, in his first year at 
Columbia University, he wrote, 
also with Hart, a Columbia 
alumnus, the Varsity Show “Fly 
With Me.” The Rodgers score 
from that show landed the next 
summer on Broadway in the 
hit show “Poor Little Ritz Girl.” 

After only two years at Co- 
lumbia, Rodgers left to enter 
the Institute of Musical Art. He 
and Hart continued to collab- 
orate on shows only to have 
them turned down by every 
producer on Broadway. They 
spent five long years writing 
and staging amateur shows for 
lodges, churches and schools, 
without pay, until finally Rodg- 
ers decided in the spring of 
1925 that he would have to 
find a job, any kind of a job 
with pay.

Bob Hope—Fast Gun 


BOB HOPE’S “ALIAS JESSE JAMES,” a spoof on 
Western outlaws at the ESQUIRE THEATER, has a pretty 
slow start for Hope. The idea for a Western farce is there. 
A hopeless bungling insurance salesman named Milford, 
WU

York, aad collects $30,000 premium. His 
boss discovers T. J. is rone other than 
Jesse James, a very poor risk indeed, and 
sends Milford west to Missouri to return 
the $30,000, and, failing that, to guard 
Jesse’s life. Jesse just happens to hold up the train Milford 
is on and collects the thirty grand, so Milford has to join 
his gang. 

There are chuckles here and there at first, but it’s 
too mild. It doesn’t begin to get into gear until Milford 
essays to drink like a man with the James gang and swal- 
lows whisky that makes his head throb like a bellows, a 
scene funny in the old Mack Sennett tradition. Milford 
then comes up with a surprising trick holster in a duel. 
It comes into its own in a slapdash chase scene and a hilari- 
ous gun battle ending with Milford and Rhonda Fleming, 
very luscious as Jesse’s moll, getting the most amazing re- 
inforcements in a fight with the James boys. This last 
half.is enough to save the film and make it, while not 
one of Bob’s best, at least a reasonable antic in tom-foolery. 


Lusty Montmartre 

. DIRECTOR JEAN RENOIR, the son of a great painter, 
has used an artist’s eye to turn out scene after scene in 
“ONLY THE FRENCH CAN,” which look like paintings 
in their composition and rich, subdued colors. Not only 
that, but Mr. Renoir, both as director and 
author of the screenplay, has been able 
to recreate the lustiness, vigor and raci- 
ness of his scene, Montmartre and the 
Parisian -theatrical world in the early 
1900s, so that it seems real and im- 
mediate. 

The story, in the French film at the 
RICHMOND, is about how Jean Gabin as a night-club 
impresario, opens the Moulin Rouge in the workmen’s 
Montmartre district to revive the old can-can and set up 
a place where huge numbers of people from all classes 
can have some lively entertainment. 

Although Gabin himself is most imperturbable, the 
volatile characters about put on some Gallic fireworks. 
There is the jealousy of his mistress, Maria Felix, a beau- 
tiful and fiery actress who apparently has little concern 
about where she sleeps, and the tempestuous love troubles 
of a little laundress, Francoise Arnoul, whom he trains 
to be star of the cah-can. 

A funny free-for-all breaks up the first opening, 
ending with Gabin going to the hospital and Francoise’s 
boy-friend, (Franco Pastorino) to jail. The can-can star 
becomes the boss’s mistress and a Russian prince tries 
to commit suicide over her, breaking up the second attempt 
to open. But the romantic suicide attempt provides tre- 
mendous publicity and the eventual opening is a triumph. 

This Renoir has built up to a tremendous surge of 
excitement so that the spectator is engulfed by the gaiety 
and spirit of the affair. This is entertaining and fashioned 
with great acuteness.

SOME TIME EARLIER, 
Queen Elizabeth had sought 
the advice of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Dr. Geoffry 
Fisher. He said that Christian 
marriage was indissoluble and 
that the Canon law of the 
Church of England did not per- 
mit the remarriage of divorced 
persons while the wife or hus- 
band of the former marriage 
was still alive. The Queen, 
therefore, as the temporal Gov- 
ernor of the Church could not 
sanction her sister’s marriage 
to Group Capt. Peter Town- 
send. 


After talking with the Prime 
Minister, the Queen again dis- 
cussed the problem with the 
Archbishop. And then she 
talked with Princess Margaret, 
As the result of these discus- 
sions the situation was speedi- 
ly crystallized. Princess Mar- 
garet made it quite clear, both 
to the Queen and her mother, 
that she was deeply in love 
with Townsend and that she 
had every intention of marry- 
ing him. She accepted the po- 
sition that her sister, the 
Queen, could not give her con- 
sent to the marriage. She was 
willing to wait — and so was 
Townsend — until she reached 
the age of 25. She also ac- 
cepted the proposal that Town- 
send should be given a post 
abroad. But she would not 
agree to an appointment which 
could be interpreted as banish- 
ment. However, a period of 
separation was insisted upon 
and accepted by the couple. 

At the time of these discus- 
sions between the Queen and 
Princess Margaret, preparations 
were being made for the Queen 
Mother and the Princess to vis- 
it Southern Rhodesia in July 
for the centenary celebration 
of the birth of Cecil Rhodes. 
One concession, however, was 
made to her. Townsend should 
not take up his post abroad 
until she returned from Afri- 
ca. No restrictions had been 
placed on Peter’s communicat- 
ing with Margaret by letter or 
telephone. 


Nor did the Queen or the 
Queen Mother raise objec- 
tions to Margaret’s insistence 
that Townsend should from 
time to time come to Lon- 
don to see her after the first 
year. And this he did. Elab- 
orate cloak - and - dagger ar- 
rangements were made for 
his trips and to my knowl- 
edge he came to London and 
visited the Princess in Clar- 
ence House at least a dozen 
times. Further, they were 
able to talk to each other 
frequently on the telephone. 


Margaret and her mother 
left London Airport on June 
29, 1953. Peter was not there 
to see the Princess off. They 
made their farewells in privacy 
at Clarence House. The next 
day Townsend flew to North- 
ern Ireland with Queen Eliza- 
beth and Prince Philip. And 
the following day while he sat 
with the Queen and the Prince 
at a civic luncheon in Belfast, 
Buckingham Palace announced 
that Townsend had been posted 
to the British embassy in Brus- 
sels as Air Attache. 


When the royal party ar- 
rived back at London airport 
from Belfast, Townsend was 
the last to leave the aircraft. 
The Queen was already stand- 
ing by the door of her Rolls- 
Royce when he came down the 
gangway. She turned and 
walked a considerable distance 
across the tarmac to ‘smile 
warmly and shake his hand. 
She seemed to be saying with 
her eyes: “Be patient, every- 
thing will come out all right.” 


Thus ended Peter Town- 
send’s life at the Court. 


It was her mother who broke 
the news to Princess Margaret 
at Umtali in Southern Rho- 
desia. And in the space it took 
to tell, the gay Princess lost 
her smile. A promise had been 
broken—a promise that Town- 
send would not leave until she 
returned from Africa. Mar- 
garet flew alone to Govern- 
ment House in Salisbury, 
Southern Rhodesia. She imme- 
diately telephoned her sister 
and protested. And she phoned 
Peter Townsend. . 

The Queen cannot be held 
entirely responsible for what 
happened. It was the formid- 
able palace organization which 
moves fast and surely when the 
occasion warrants, So speedily 
were the arrangements made 
that Sir Christopher Warner, 
the British Ambassador in 
Brussels, was not even sent a 
courtesy message, hoping that 
he did not object to the ap- 
pointment. Sir Christopher 
was at the time a guest of the 
Belgian government in the 
Congo, and received the news 
of Townsend's arrival in Brus- 
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sels from a Leopoldville news- 
paper. 

The royal tour progressed. 
But the Queen Mother traveled 
alone. For 48 hours Princess 
Margaret stayed in bed. On 
the day they were reunited the 
Princess first went to Com- 
munion. It was a subdued but 
officially “quite well” Princess 
who hugged her mother and 
kissed her, They were both 
misty-eyed, 

When the tour was over and 
the Princess returned to Eng- 
land, Britons were touched and 
some were shocked by the 
news: their favorite Princess 
was in love. 


“T have reached this decision 
entirely alone ...” These 
were the words of Princess 
Margaret in her dramatic com- 
munique from Clarence House 
on the night of Oct. 31, 1955. 
For days it had been stressed 
by court officials, politicians 
and, of course, prelates, that 
the sad, harassed young Prin- 
cess was not being subjected 
to outside pressures. In a 
word, she was completely free 
to make up her own mind as to 
whether she wished to marry 
Townsend. 


But all these statements 
were really only half truths. 
In fact, the Princess was in a 
mental and physical strait 
jacket. She was not free to 
marry whom she liked. She 
never had been. And she is not 
free to do so today. 


What were the impediments 
to her marrying whom she 
wished? The first and most 
important was the Royal Mar- 
riages act. Its provisions re- 
quired the consent of the 
Queen to the marriage of the 
Princess. The sovereign is 
compelled, so long as the 
Church is established, to be a 
member of the Church of Eng- 
land. And as the members of 
the royal family, under the 
provisions of the Royal Mar- 
riages act, have to seek the 
monarch’s authority to marry 
until they reach the age of 25, 
each member of the royal fam- 
ily is, therefore, subject to the 
rules of the Anglican Church 
until that age — whether he 
agrees with them or not. 


As the Princess was not 25 
and so required her sister’s 
permission to marry, the Queen 
withheld it as temporal Gov- 
ernor of the Church of Eng- 
land because Townsend was a 
divorced man. 


Thereafter, the authority 
governing their marriages 
passes to Parliament. The mem- 
bers of the two Houses, Lords 
and Commons, being composed 
of men and women of differ- 
ing creeds and denominations, 
in consequence, have differing 
views on marriage, divorce and 
remarriage. 

The provision of the act gov- 
erning members of the royal 
family after they have reached 
the age of 25 has never been 
tested. But, as we shall later 
see, if it had been tested in 
the case of Princess Margaret, 
it was by no means certain 
that Parliament would not 
have vetoed her marriage to 
Group Capt. Townsend. 


If the law of the land per- 
mits divorce and remarriage, 
the provisions of the Royal 
Marriages act are absurd. 


Twenty-four hours before 
Princess Margaret and her 
mother flew back to London 
from their tour in Southern 
Rhodesia, Townsend had re- 
ported for duty as air attache 
at the British Embassy in Brus- 
sels. So began Townsend's 
virtual exile from his home- 


of Canterbury, in 1950. 


land. Although he did make 
occasional visits to London— 
sometimes on Air Ministry 
duty and on other occasions to 
visit Princess Margaret at Clar- 
ence House, he did not see her 
until the expiration of the 
agreed period of one year. 
These visits to the Princess 
were made in the strictest se- 
crecy. This must have been 
distasteful in the extreme to 
both the Princess and to Town- 
send. Not for one moment 
after the group captain was ex- 
iled to Brussels was the cou- 
ple permitted a normal at- 
mosphere in which to make 
their decision. 


For 28 -months in Brussels, 
Peter Townsend was under the 
pitiless magnifying glass of 
world publicity, forced to en- 
dure it, unable to speak. It 
was during this period that his 
real strength of character was 
shown. He was forced to live 
within himself—as lonely in 
the friendly, bustling city of 
Brussels as a man on a Pa- 
cific atoll. 


And his position was more 
complicated by the fact that 
Princess Margaret,, whatever 
may be said to the contrary, 
had agreed to marry him when 
she reached the age of 25. But 
on this, his lips had to be 
sealed. As he once said in an 
all-revealing sentence: “The 
word must come from some- 
body else.” 


So on a July day in that 
summer of 1953, Townsend 
piled a few bags into his car 
and drove from London down 
to Dover to catch the cross- 
Channel car ferry. On landing 
at Boulogne he drove straight 
to the British Embassy in the 
Rue de Spa in Brussels. 


Outside the Embassy, some 
20 policemen — instead of 
the usual two were on duty. 
As he drove through the 
high double black doors of 
the Embassy and stepped out 
in the courtyard, he was 
wearing dark glasses and un- 
smiling. Outside the gates 
was a crowd of women and 
typists leaned from windows 
to catch a glimpse of him. 


Although ‘Townsend acted 
with painstaking correctitude 
throughout his stay in Brussels, 
his being there presented the 
Embassy with some very spe- 
cial problems. 


Birst, Brussels society decid- 
ed to lionize him. They show- 
ered him with invitations, But 
he decided he would go only 
to the social functions it was 
necessary for him to attend as 
Air Attache. His private choice 
was for quiet dinner parties 
with a few close friends. Peter 
does not like the modern cock- 
tail party. If he is forced to 
attend one, he usually finds 
someone he likes and then gets 
in a corner with him and stays 
chatting until it is time to 
leave. In this respect he was 
probably a disappointment to 
his Ambassador. Sir Christo- 
pher, a bachelor, once told me 
he thought Peter would be a 
great help to him in entertain- 
ing after his experience of 
Court life. Perhaps, in Brus- 
sels, Townsend was only inter- 
ested in self-effacement. 


He might have buried him- 
self in hard work. But his post 
~—~it has now been abolished— 
was almost a sinecure. It was 
a job which could have been 
done by a man with a quarter 
of Townsend's talent. 


I feel sure that as the months 
of exile went by, Townsend's 
feet must have dragged more

each morning as he made the 
ascent to this office. 

A few days after arriving in 
Brussels he went to his first 
social outing—a dance given 
by the Ambassador. Peter 
stayed until after midnight but 
ignored a dozen of Belgium’s 
most beautiful debutantes. He 
spent most of the evening 
smoking and chatting. Already 
he feared having his name 
linked with any other woman, 
and many attempts were made 
to do so. 

When Townsend left Lon- 
don, the exile was to be for 
only one year. But it quickly 
became apparent to the Queen, 
the Queen Mother, and the 
other members of the royal 
family, that the Princess was 
really determined to marry 
Townsend. Margaret then 
agreed with her sister that he 
should remain in Brussels until 
she was 25, 

It therefore became even 
more necessary for Townsend 
to occupy himself fully. First, 
he decided to master French. 
He studied it assiduously for 
more than a year. Today he 
speaks it fluently. Townsend 
has a flare for languages. Sec- 
ond, being fond of riding, he 
decided to improve his stand- 
ard and take part in show 
jumping. He joined the Etrier 
Belge, the most famous riding 
club in Belgium. 

By then he had set up his 
own home in Brussels. He took 
a pleasantly furnished 30- 
pounds-a-month apartment at 
the fashionable end of Avenue 
Louise. And it was in this flat 
that he spent most of his leis- 
ure hours, reading poetry and 
the Bible. He once said: “The 
Bible holds the world’s loveli- 
est poetry.” 

At the end of a year in Brus-

sels, the standard 
send’s riding had improved 
enormously. It was then that 
he decided to take up racing, 
and until he finally left Bel- 
gium was riding in gentlemen’s 
races two or three times a 
week. He rode all over Eu- 
rope—Paris, Madrid, Frank- 
furt, Vienna, Oslo, Milan and 
Zurich. He took his racing as 
seriously as he has taken every- 
thing else in life. 

Early in 1955, Princess Mar- 
garet went on a tour of the 
Caribbean. No doubt many 
around the Palace hoped that 
the trip would “get the girl’s 
mind off the business.” Mar- 
garet enjoyed the holiday, ful- 
filled her duties impeccably, 
but was never in danger of for- 
getting Peter. 

No doubt Townsend, while 
Margaret was away on her 
royal tours of the Caribbean, 
was a trifle apprehensive. He 
knew the pressures to which 
she was being subjected. Could 
she withstand them? 

But his fears evidently 
proved groundless. The mo- 
ment the Princess was back in 
Clarence House, she picked up 
her “green line” telephone and 
called Townsend in Brussels. 
The romance still bloomed: she 
still intended to marry him.

rhe Spirit of Israel 


NEW YORK, April 17. 

WHAT IS THE DIFFERENCE between Israel and its 
surrounding states? 

Israel ig a tiny country and its neighbors should not 
be afraid of it, but they are. Before long, it is said, the 
inflow of immigration will necessitate expansion of Israeli 
territory. Many do not like to acknowledge it, but history 
has shown that the Israeli army, though small, is highly 
efficient and, above everything, the people of Israel have 
something to fight for—homes, dreams of development that 
they see coming true year by year. 


Nevertheless, there are plenty of problems in Israel. 
Every Israeli is not a hero. It takes time to convert some 
of thosé who come from other countries to the ideal of 
working for Israel. Sometimes they must take up occupa- 
tions they had never before considered worthy of their con- 
sideration: Yet, they now find themselves succeeding un- 
der dynamic leadership and guidance. 


There is ah atmosphere in Israel that one 
doesn’t find in many other countries. Its young 
people are partly responsible for it. They are ex- 
cited by the dream of building a country. They 
are willing to work with their full youthful energy 
to achieve unbelievable results. ° 


But the young could not do this alone. Israeli’s popu- 
lation is drawn from 100 different countries. Some of 
these countries are highly modern, highly organized with 
trained administrators. These are the men who are used 
in government and, what is perhaps more important, these 
are the men and women who direct individual projects. 


They have imagination, they know how to handle peo- 
ple, and they have plenty of experience in adjusting them- 
selves to the handling of people of different backgrounds, 
different religions and different customs. Where there are 
so many different native tongues, Hebrew has to be learned 
to weld the country together, and it is learned by young 
and old alike. 


Above everything else, I think Israel’s good 
fortune lies in its top leaders. Premier David Ben- 
Gurion knows how to capture the imagination of 
the young; how to make them willing to leave well 
established, easy living in an old kibbutz or a good 
job and give themselves to establishing a new 
kibbutz or to face the incredible hardships in the 
Negev. Or he may urge them to move to a new 
and growing town, which is still raw and in forma- 
tion, and give their knowledge of organization and 
administration. 


One cannet look at Premier Ben-Gurion, with his 
snapping eyes, and think of age in connection with him. 
He is young with his country and with the people with 
whom he expects to build it. 

And I know of few other women of the character and 
capacity of Golda Meir, the Foreign Minister of Israel. 

Yes, Israel is fortunate in its leaders.. If only peace 
could be brought about between the country and its neigh- 
bors, those neighbors could gain much from free contacts 
and co-operation, 


Neither Iran nor Jordan have fallen before the 
blandishments of Communism, though heaven 
knows there is poverty enough to warrant it. Israel 
stands firm against any Communist approaches. 
Why cannot the Arab world, outside those who 
have accepted Communist domination, sit down 
together and work out plans mutually for the bene- 
fit of the whole area? 


It is incredible that the present situation of hatred. and 
suspicion must go on to the detriment of the people of the 
whole Middie East. The United Nations, properly used, 
could give reassurance to all that there would be no par- 
tiality in considering their interests. It seems as though 
only God.could guide this area into the ways of peace, and 
for the sake of all the people let us hope he finds the lead- 
ership that can spur the happy day of co-operation among 
the countries of the Middle East.
